CORNING-The City of Corn- 
Ing was free of bond indebted- 
ness, as of Dec. 31. 
That 


welcome news, told at 
this 


week's City Council meeting, 
marked the termination of 20 
years paying off a $280,000 
bond issue. City Clerk Lillian 
E. Hagen recalled that a special 
bond election was held Aug. 17, 
1948, for the purpose of ob- 
taining a $280,000 bond issue 
to be used for the acquistion 
of property on which to build 
a sewer treatment plant, and to 
construct a commercial sewer 
line extending from the north 
city limits to the Sacramento 
River, a distance of approxi- 
mately six miles. 
Five hundred and one votes 
were cast, with 446 favor ing the 
bond Issue, and 55 against. 


It was apparent that the city 


would need to enlarge its do- 
mestic sewer system. 
After 


surveys by consulting engineer - 
Ing firms, the most economi- 
cal method to extend the sewer 
would be to build a commercial 
line. This line would be con- 
nected with the olive plants, of 
which there were seven In oper- 
ation. 
Today, 
with closing 


of one plant, and consolidation 
of others, three olive plants are 
operating. 


The engineers projected that 


as Corning grew and became 


more densely populated, the 
commercial sewer line could 
also be used for domestic sew- 
age, If necessary. 


After bids were put out, the 
bonds were purchased by the 
Bank of America.

$15,000 per year plus interest 
that ranged from two and one- 
quarter per cent to two and 
three-quarters per cent.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Sen. John 
Sparkman, D-Ala., quoted Hen­ 
ry Cabot Lodge today as tell­ 
ing senators it was "entirely 
possible" that the Paris talks 
could produce a ceasefire a- 
greement within two months and 
allow withdrawal of U.S.troops 
to begin from Vietnam. 
Sparkman, who had been pre­ 
siding at a closed session of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, told reporters as 
he left that he had the impres­ 
sion Lodge had softened his pre­ 
vious 
views that the United 
States could win a military vic­ 
tory. 
Lodge, named by President­ 
elect Nixon as his chief negotia­ 
tor at the Paris talks on Viet­ 
nam, was said by Sparkman to 
have agreed to the latter’s ques - 
tion that an agreement could be 
reached soon which would per­ 
mit the withdrawal of up to 65,- 
000 American fighting men. 
Sparkman said he based his 
question on broadcast reports 
in this country and in Saigon that 
a ceasefire could be attained in 
two months. 
"He thought that it was en­ 


tirely 
possible," 
Sparkman 
said, alluding to Lodge. "He 
didn’t predict that. But he said 
that if we got a ceasefire he saw 
no reason why we couldn’t with­ 
draw some troops.” 
Sparkman made it plain, how­ 
ever, that Lodge did not believe 
that any troops could be brought 
home until there was an actual 
ceasefire. 
As one member explained it, 
the committee is divided over 
whether 
there 
is 
Indeed a 
"new" Lodge, now more a- 


greeable to a negotiated settle­ 
ment than when hr was ambas­ 
sador to Saigon. But suspicion 
persists that the division isn’t 
equal. Opponents of the war, led 
by Chairman J. W. Fulbrlght, 
D-Ark., hold 
a majority on 
the committee. 
Lodge will be asked about re­ 
ports from Bonn, where he has 
been ambassador, that he has 
softened his view that the war 
must be carried on until the 
Communist Viet Cong is de­ 
cimated. 


Sen. George D. Aiken, senior 
Republican on the committee, 
said that while members want 
to satisfy themselves 
about 
Lodge's position, 
he thinks 
President- elect 
Nixon will 
make all the decisions, just as 
President Johnson has done for 
his negotiating team at the peace 
conference. 
"I think that Lodge will be able 
to move the negotiations along 
faster," said Aiken. "The Com­ 
munists will be willing to talk 
with him as North Vietnam was 


never willing to talk with John­ 
son, or his representative." 
The 
senator didn’t explain 
why he thought the Communists 
would be more receptive to the 
man who, as ambassador to 
South Vietnam, urged unrelent­ 
ing war against the Viet Cong 
insurgents. 
Nixon pledged in a statement 
Thursday that his administra­ 
tion will pursue the negotia­ 
tions "with energy and pur­ 
pose." Johnson voiced plea-

U.S. And Vietnam 
Leaders Confer On 
Troop Withdrawal

SAIGON (AP)-U. S. Ambas­ 
sador Ellsworth Bunker and 
Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, the 
U .S. military commander in 
Vietnam, conferred today with 
President Nguyen Van Thieu on 
U.S. troop withdrawals and a 
possible cease-fire in light of 
the break in the peace talks 
deadlock. 
The meeting took place less 
than 24 hours after an an­ 
nouncement from Paris that the 
United States, North Vietnam, 
South Vietnam and the Viet 
Cong's 
National 
Liberation 
Front will begin four-way talks 
Earlier, the UJS. Air Force 
disclosed it is reviewing its 
contingency plans for a troop 
withdrawal or a cease-fire. 
One source said the meeting 
was "pretty high level stuff," 
also attended by Vice President 
Nguyen Cao Ky and Foreign 
Minister Tran Chanh Thanh. 
The informant said the leaders 
discussed "a whole spectrum of 
things" for nearly two hours. 
Topics included: 
—Withdrawal

—A truce, which could mean 
a total cease-fire, a partial 
cease-fire or a "cease-fire in 
place."

‘Major Fish Kill’ Is 
Occurring In River

A 
"major fish kill," natur­ 
ally caused, is occurring in the 
Sacramento River from Kes­ 
wick Dam north of Redding to 
as far south as the mouth of 
Clear Creek near Anderson, 
according to announcement this 
morning from the Redding dis­ 
trict 
office, 
California De­ 
partment of Fish and Game. 
The fish are dying from a high 
copper 
content in the river’s 
water, said Dick Hansen of the 
department. He said high water 
from the recent storm has been 
spilling over a debris dam on 
Spring Creek and going into the 
river, bringing with it a cop­ 
per substance toxic to the fish. 
Hansen said the debris dam 
was constructed to hold back 
water which contains a high cop­ 
per content from old abandoned 
copper mines. Acid in the wa­ 
ter dissolves the copper which 
is highly toxic to the fish. 
Normal acid content for the 
river is .05 parts copper per 
million parts water, but with 
the copper laden water spilling

Everyone knows about man-«atlng sharks. But who can 


honestly say he knows about shark -eating men ?There are some 
— a great many of them in Japan, and in various parts of Africa 
and Europe. There are sound bases for the argument that there 
ought to be a lot more of them, in this country as well as 
abroad. 


Shark meat, though some may find this hard to believe, is 


said to be not only edible but quite tasty. Experts believe that 
sharks might constitute a very important fishery resource in 
the United States. 


To bolster this view they note that hundreds of thousands of 


tons of shark meat is consumed abroad as food, whereas the 
catch in this country is only about six million pounds annual- 
ly. Moreover, shark meat is customarily not sold as such in 
the United States because retailers fear that most customers 
would shun fish so labeled. 


As it happens, however, quite a few Americans have eaten 


shark willy nilly. Most of them who spent time in England 
during World War IIprobably had a taste of it when they ordered 
the traditional fish and chips. 


Biologists say that all sharks found off the northeastern 


coast of the United States are edible. All types can be boiled, 
fried and chowdered, but those in the know say shark is best 
when smoked. So there it is: perhaps shark ought to be an oc- 
casional item in the Americam diet. It does seem a shame to 
let all that good food go to waste just because it has a bad 
name. 


A Dull Pack Of Lies 


Every year, the Burlington Liars Club of Burlington, Wis., 


chooses the "World's C h a m p ion Liar" and several runners- 
up. The tall tales singled out for acclaim often are good for a 
few laughs. "Few" is the key word when totting up the laughs 
to be squeezed out of the 1968 crop of whoppers. 


This view might be put down to a natural jaundice occasion- 


ed by conditions in this sorry world, but that explanation does 
not suffice. Consider the supposed thigh-slapper that won the 
title for a resident of Ethel, La.: "Our town is so small we had 
to extend the town limits so there would be room in town for a 
phone booth," We submit that this variant on the tired, old our- 
town-Is-so-small-that time warrants at most a faint snicker.

the most persistent concerns 
of Lyndon Johnson has been his 
insistence on bigger and broad, 
er Social Security. Twice he has 
enlarged the program Now he 
wants to do so again. 


In addition lie has added med. 


icare and seeks to broaden that 
too. In all, 24 million Americans 
now receive benefits from So- 
cial Security. Seventy eight mil. 
lion workers are covered by the 
program; and 20 million elderly 
are eligible for medicare. 


Federal Social Security still 


is attacked. Some individuals, 
for example, consider it mis. 
managed, 
a bad investment, 


even a cause of inflation. But 
even these opponents recognize 
the need for financial security 
for the elderly. 


A great change has developed 


in America, and one of its clear, 
est consequences has been that 
families today are often less 
able to care for their elderly 
members. 


America has become essen- 


tiaUy urban rather than rural. 
On the farm it was not uncom- 
mon for three generations to 
live together and, in fact, con. 
tinue working together. In the 
city it is more difficult to do SO. 


City homes generally are 


much smaller than farm homes, 
a matter of economic necessity 
in most instances. There is lit. 
tie room for parents and grand- 
parents, especially in city a» 
partments. 


Another factor is mobility. 


America today is a mobile so» 
ciety. Young, active worker sot* 
ten accept six or eight trans* 
fcrs before settling down per- 
manently. Parents can hardly 
travel along with them.

THE CONFLICT HYPOCRITES 
WASHINGTON — This town is 
buzzing with arguments about 
the case of the proposed new 
deputy secretary of defense, 
David Packard, who seems to 
have run an original stake of 
$600 up to a fortune of $300 
million in a near-record period 
of lime. "Packard's conflict- 
of-interest problem" is the ma- 
jor preinaugural topic. 
A few cases are enough to illu- 
strate what a storm in a teapot 
the whole thing is. Tobegin with, 
take President Eisenhower's 
first, truly horrifying choice for 
secretary of defense. To avoid 
conflict of interest, Charles E. 
Wilson was required to sell all 
his General Motors stock and 
thereafter he never ceased to 
prate self-righteously about his 
great "sacrifices." 


Yet the separation of Wilson 


from his GM stock did not chan- 
ge the fact that he always talk- 
ed and thought as a GM execu- 
tive, which he continued to do 
until his dying day. Further- 
more, Wilson brought to Wash- 
ington as his first undersecre- 
tary of defense a man with an 
infinitely 
graver 
conflict-of- 


interest problem than Pack- 
ard can possibly have. 
This man was Roger Kyes, who 
made something of a specialty 
of insulting the men in uniform 
to whom this country owed the 
most, for heroism and for great 
fighting leadership. In effect, 
Kyes was merely on leave from 
General Motors, to which he al- 
ways intended to return, and did. 


Kyes was in the running, too, 
for the presidency of General 
Motors. There was no secret 
that this was his highest and 
dearest ambition. In the grim 
competition which marks the 
great corporation, Kyes \vas de- 
feated in the end. But the fact 
remains that he served as und- 
ersecretary while caring above 
all about attaining the GM pres- 
idency. The potential conflict 
here was obvious, but was never 
even whispered about. 


In much the same class, there 
Is the case of President-elect 
Nixon's curious choice for in- 
terior secretary. Gov. Walter 
J. Hickel is an ambitious busi- 
nessman-politician 
who ap- 


pears to detest all the func- 
tions that a secretary of the in- 
terior is suppose to perform, 
in defense of all sorts of na- 
tional interests. 


As governor of Alaska, Hickel 
is well known to have been the 
active friend of large corpora- 
tions doing business in his state. 
It is well known, too, that the 
choice of Hickel was pressed 
upon 
the 
President-elect by 


leaders of certain large oil 
companies, 
rather conspicu- 


ously including one of the com- 
panies with the biggest inter- 
ests in the new Arctic oil field. 
And where else can Hickel look 
more naturally for the kind of 
big-business post that he un- 
doubtedly wants when he ends 
his government service? 
Here again, the potential con- 
flict is only too obvious, but 
it has never once been men- 
tioned, amid all the quite un- 
derstandable talk about Hick- 
el's carelessness of Eskimo 
rights and dislike of conserva- 
tion in all forms. 
In 
contrast, then, consider 


the case of former Secretary 
of Defense Robert McNamara, 
the ablest administrative offi- 
cial this government has ever 
had, who was forced to sell all 
his Ford Motor Co. stock before 
he was confirmed by the Sen- 
ate. Anyone who knows McNa- 
mara knows perfectly well that 
he could have kept every single 
share of his Ford stock without 
any conflict whatever. 
Indeed, such an arrangement 


would have been downright dis- 
advantageous to the Ford com- 
pany. For McNamara was, and 
is, the kind of man who would 
have leaned over backward, to 
the point of being a mite unfair 
in decisions involving his ex- 
employer, if his Ford stock had 
still been in his portfolio. 
Examination of these cases 
should be enough to show that 
the problem is not really con- 
flict of interest, as classically 
defined. The problem, instead, 
is the character of the man. If 
he puts his personal interests 
ahead 
of his country's inter- 


ests he will surely get a chance 
to do so while in high federal 
office. If the opposite, there will 
be no conflict, no matter what 
the man's stockholdings may 
be. 


In the case of Packard, those 


who know him are close to una- 
nimous that he is a man of Mc- 
Namara's general stripe, well- 
equipped to maintain and contin- 
ue the great McNamara reforms 
in the Defense Department. That 
surely is the essential point, 
quite aside from the sheer oddi- 
ty of the idea of petty chiseling 
by a man already worth $300 
million. 
Inaugural Medals

LOOK BEFORE HE LEAPED 
WASHINGTON —Senators who 
have been probing the oil affil- 
iations and anti-conservation 
background of Secretary of the 
Interior-designate Walter J. 
Hickel have concluded he defin- 
itely deserves the nickname 
"Help Yourself Hickel." 
He may also merit two other 
nicknames, "I Am the Law' 
and "Leap Before You Look," 
as the result of the purchase 
of a Swedish ship for use in 
Alaskan coastal trade. 
There is some speculation that 


Gov. Hickel deliberately front- 
ed for the oil companies in try- 
ing to break down the Jones 
Act which forbids foreign-built 
vessels from plying in U. S. 
coastal trade. In any event, he 
did not look before he leaped. 
For 
he is now stuck with a 


Norwegian-built, Jwedish-pur- 
chased boat Hying the Pana- 
manian flag, which cannot carry 
either passengers or cargo be- 
tween Alaskan cities, for which 
trade it was specifically pur- 
chased. 
Furthermore, if Hickel should 
accomplish the miracle and get 
the Jones Act repealed, he would 
still have to shell out approxi- 
mately $7 million — which is 
what he paid for the Swedish ship 
in the first place — in order to 
rebuild it to meet Coast Guard 
safety regulations. 
Here is the inside story of how 
"I Am the Law" Wally Hickel, 
governor of Alaska, failed to 
look before he leaped into the 
Swedish ship mess. 


SCENIC ALASKA 


In 1966 the people of Alaska 
voted a bond issue to acquire 
additional ferries in order to 
bring summer tourists from 


Seattle and British Columbia up 
the beautiful Alaskan inland wa- 
terway. Tourism has become 
big business in Alaska, and it 
was well advertised to the vot- 
ers that the state would build 
a new ferry to ply along the 
scenic coast. 
Wally Hickel was elected gov- 
ernor in late 1966, and shortly 
after taking office m January, 
1967, he switched the plan which 
had been sold to the voters. A 
design for a new American- 
built ferry had been prepared 
by a naval architectural firm 
in Seattle and had been sent to 
several shipyards in the Uni- 
ted States, and the lowest bidder 
was reported to have been Le- 
vingston Shipbuilding Company 
of Orange, Texas, for the price 
of approximately $8 million. 


Meanwhile Gov. Hickel had 


been negotiating with New York 
brokers for the purchase of a 
foreign-built ferry and finally 
did purchase the Swedish Sten- 
na Britannica, for approxima- 
tely $7 million. It was report- 
ed that the ship had been on 
the market for approximately 
$4,500,000. 


Gov. Hickel was immediately 
reminded that the Jones Act 
would prohibit a foreign-built 
vessel 
from plying between 


American ports. His reply was 
to ask the late Sen. Bob Bart- 
lett and Sen. Ernest Gruening 
of Alaska to introduce an a- 
mendment changing the Jones 
Act. 
The Coast Guard then wrote 
Hickel a warning that it would 
object to any vessel plying in 
coastal 
waters which did not 


meet the safety laws of the Uni- 
ted States. So Hickel was stuck 
with his Panamanian flag, Swe- 
dish-purchased, 
Norwegian- 


built vessel. 


VERY EMBARRASSING 
The vessel, now renamed the 
James Wickersham, in honor 
of an early delegate from Ala- 
ska, is now in use. But you

can't get on at any Alaskan 
port to go to another Alaskan 
port. It's all very embar- 
rassing. 
"Leap Before You Look"Hlc- 


kel was further embarrased by 
the fact that the ship broke down 
in mid-AUantic, then had furth- 
er troubles in the Pacific and 
had to be put into San Diego for 
repairs. 
A further embarrassment is 
the fact that in order to use the 
Wickersham as an efficient fer- 
ry, it will be necessary either 
to cut large holes in the ship's 
hull for side loading of auto- 
mobiles or else rebuild the ex- 
isting ferry terminals in Alas- 
ka. The ship's present design 
permits only bow and stern 
loading. 
Meanwhile, "I Am the Law" 
Hickel is determined to remake 
the law in order to accommo- 
date his ferryboat. Last month, 
Dec. 5, 1968, his office issued 
a news release stating: "Gov. 
Walter J. Hickel fired off tele- 
grams today to Alaska's Con- 
gressional delegation disclos- 
ing a two-pronged attack —both 
through the courts and through 
renewed efforts to revamp the 
Jones Act —aimed at heading off 
what the governor called 'anew 
threat to the U. S. domestic 
petroleum industry.1 


"In the wire Hickel said, 'The 


need to alter federal maritime 
regulations — particularly the 
Jones Act — has become even 
more urgent as a result of a 
new attempt by some oil com- 
panies and refineries to *n- 
crease imports of foreign oil 
into the United States.' " 
The governor continued at 
some length to oppose not only 
the free trade zone in Maine for 
the importation of oil to fuel- 
starved New England, but also 
to modify the Jones Act for the 
benefit of American oil com- 
panies' tankers. 


This is the man whom the 


Senate is asked to confirm as 
Secretary of the Interior.

Everyone knows about man-eating sharks. But who can 
honestly say he knows about shark-eating men ?There are some 
— a great many of them in Japan, and in various parts of Africa 
and Europe. There are sound bases for the argument that there 
ought to be a lot more of them, In this country as well as 
abroad. 


Shark meat, though some may find this hard to believe, Is 
said to be not only edible but quite tasty. Experts believe that 
sharks might constitute a very Important fishery resource in 
the United States. 


To bolster this view they note that hundreds of thousands of 
tons of shark meat is consumed abroad as food, whereas the 
catch in this country Is only about six million pounds annual­ 
ly. Moreover, shark meat is customarily not sold as such in 
the United States because retailers fear that most customers 
would shun fish so labeled. 


As it happens, however, quite a few Americans have eaten 
shark willy nllly. Most of them who spent time in England 
during World War II probably had a taste of it when they ordered 
the traditional fish and chips. 


Biologists say that all sharks found off the northeastern 
coast of the United States are edible. All types can be boiled, 
fried and chowdered, but those in the know say shark is best 
when smoked. So there it is; perhaps shark ought to be an oc­ 
casional item in the Amerlcam diet. It does seem a shame to 
let all that good food go to waste just because it has a bad 
name. 


A Dull Pack Of Lies 


Every year, the Burlington Liars Club of Burlington, Wis., 
chooses the "World’sC h a m p l o n L iar” and several runners- 
up. The tall tales singled out for acclaim often are good for a 
few laughs. "Few ” is the key word when totting up the laughs 
to be squeezed out of the 1968 crop of whoppers. 


This view might be put down to a natural jaundice occasion­ 
ed by conditions in this sorry world, but that explanation does 
not suffice.

Mcrry-Cio-Ronnd 
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Bigger, Better 
Social Security

NEW YORK (AP) — One of 
the most persistent concerns 
of Lyndon Johnson has been his 
insistence on bigger and broad­ 
er Social Security. Twice he has 
enlarged the program Now he 
wants to do so again. 
In addition lie has added med­ 
icare and seeks to broaden that 
too. In all, 24 million Americans 
now receive benefits from So­ 
cial Security. Seventy eight mil­ 
lion workers are covered by the 
program; and 20 million elderly 
are eligible for m edicare. 
Federal Social Security still 
is attacked. Some individuals, 
for example, consider it mis­ 
managed, 
a bad investment, 
even a cause of inflation. But 
even these opponents recognize 
the need for financial security' 
for the elderly. 
A great change has developed 
in America, and one of its clear­ 
est consequences has been that 
families today are often less 
able to care for their elderly 
members. 
America has become essei^ 
tially urban rather than rural. 
On the farm it was not uncom­ 
mon for three generations to 
live together and, in fact, con­ 
tinue working together. In the 
city it is more difficult to do so. 
City 
homes generally are 
much smaller than farm homes, 
a matter of economic necessity’ 
in most instances. There is lit­ 
tle room for parents and grand­ 
parents, especially in city a- 
partments. 
Another factor is mobility. 
America today is a mobile so­ 
ciety. Young, active workers of­ 
ten accept six or eight trans­ 
fers before settling down per­ 
manently. Parents can hardly 
travel along with them. 


THE CONFLICT HYPOCRITES 
WASHINGTON - This town is 
buzzing with arguments about 
the case of the proposed new 
deputy secretary of defense, 
David Packard, who seems to 
have run an original stake of 
$600 up to a fortune of $300 
million in a near-record period 
of tim e. "Packard’s conflict- 
of-interest problem” is the m a­ 
jor preinaugural topic. 
A few cases are enough to illu­ 
strate what a storm in a teapot 
the whole thing is. To begin with, 
take 
President Eisenhower’s 
first, truly horrifying choice for 
secretary of defense. To avoid 
conflict of interest, Charles E. 
Wilson was required to sell all 
his General Motors stock and 
thereafter he never ceased to 
prate self-righteously about his 
great "sacrifices.” 
Yet the separation of Wilson 
from his GM stock did not chan­ 
ge the fact that he always talk­ 
ed and thought as a GM execu­ 
tive, which he continued to do 
until his dying day. Further­ 
more, Wilson brought to Wash­ 
ington as his first undersecre­ 
tary of defense a man with an 
infinitely 
graver conflict-of- 
interest problem than Pack­ 
ard can possibly have. 
This man was Roger Kyes, who 
made something of a specialty 
of Insulting the men in uniform 
to whom this country owed the 
most, for heroism and for great 
fighting leadership. In effect, 
Kyes was merely on leave from 
General Motors, to which he a l­ 
ways intended to return, and did. 
Kyes was in the running, too, 
for the presidency of General 
Motors. There was no secret 
that this was his highest and 
dearest ambition. In the grim 
competition which marks the 
great corporation, Kyes was de­ 
feated in the end. But the fact 
remains that he served as und­ 
ersecretary while caring above 
all about attaining the GM p res­ 
idency. The potential conflict 
here was obvious, but was never 
even whispered about. 
In much the same class, there 
is the case of President-elect 
Nixon's curious choice for in­ 
terior secretary. Gov. W alter 
J. Hickel is an ambitious busi­ 
nessman-politician 
who ap­ 
pears to detest all the func­ 
tions that a secretary of the in­ 
terior is suppose to perform , 
in defense of all sorts of na­ 
tional interests. 
As governor of Alaska, Hickel 
Is well known to have been the 
active friend of large corpora­ 
tions doing business in his state. 
It is well known, too, that the 
choice of Hickel was pressed 
upon 
the 
President-elect by 
leaders of certain large oil 
companies, 
rather conspicu­ 


ously including one of the com­ 
panies with the biggest inter­ 
ests in the new Arctic oil field. 
And where else can Hickel look 
more naturally for the kind of 
big-business post that he un­ 
doubtedly wants when he ends 
his government service? 
Here again, the potential con­ 
flict Is only too obvious, but 
it has never once been men­ 
tioned, amid all the quite un­ 
derstandable talk about Hick- 
el's carelessness of Eskimo 
rights and dislike of conserva­ 
tion in all form s. 
In 
contrast, then, consider 
the case of former Secretary 
of Defense Robert McNamara, 
the ablest administrative offi­ 
cial this government has ever 
had, who was forced to sell all 
his Ford Motor Co. stock before 
he was confirmed by the Sen­ 
ate. Anyone who knows McNa­ 
mara knows perfectly well that 
he could have kept every single 
share of his Ford stock without 
any conflict whatever. 
Indeed, such an arrangement 
would have been downright dis­ 
advantageous to the Ford com­ 
pany. For McNamara was, and 
is, the kind of man who would 
have leaned over backward, to 
the point of being a mite unfair 
in decisions involving his ex­ 
employer, if his Ford stock had 
still been in his portfolio. 
Examination of these cases 
should be enough to show that 
the problem is not really con­ 
flict of interest, as classically 
defined. The problem, instead, 
is the character of the man. If 
he puts his personal interests 
ahead 
of his country’s Inter­ 
ests he will surely get a chance 
to do so while in high federal 
office. If the opposite, there will 
be no conflict, no m atter what 
the man’s stockholdings may 
be. 
In the case of Packard, those 
who know him are close to una­ 
nimous that he is a man of Mc­ 
Namara’s general stripe, well- 
equipped to maintain and contin­ 
ue the great McNamara reforms 
in the Defense Department. That 
surely Is the essential point, 
quite aside from the sheer oddi­ 
ty of the idea of petty chiseling 
by a man already worth $300 
million.

W ASHINGTON — Senators who 
have been probing the oil affil­ 
iations and anti-conservation 
background of Secretary of the 
Interior-designate 
W alter J. 
Hickel have concluded he defin­ 
itely deserves the nickname 
"Help Yourself Hickel.” 
He may also m erit two other 
nicknames, "1 Am the Law” 
and "L eap Before You Look,” 
as the result of the purchase 
of a Swedish ship for use in 
Alaskan coastal trade. 
There is some speculation that 
Gov. Hickel deliberately front­ 
ed for the oil companies in try ­ 
ing to break down the Jones 
Act which forbids foreign-built 
vessels from plying in U. S. 
coastal trade. In any event, he 
did not look before he leaped. 
For he is now stuck with a 
Norwegian-built, Jwedish -pur­ 
chased boat flying the Pana­ 
manian flag, which cannot carry 
either passengers or cargo be­ 
tween Alaskan cities, for which 
trade it was specifically pur­ 
chased. 
Furtherm ore, if Hickel should 
accomplish the m iracle and get 
the Jones Act repealed, he would 
still have to shell out approxi­ 
mately $7 million — which is 
what he paid for the Swedish ship 
in the first place — in order to 
rebuild it to meet Coast Guard 
safety regulations. 
Here is the inside story of how 
"I Am the Law” Wally Hickel, 
governor of Alaska, failed to 
look before he leaped into the 
Swedish ship m ess. 


SCENIC ALASKA 
In 1966 the people of Alaska 
voted a bond issue to acquire 
additional ferries in order to 
bring summer tourists from 


Seattle and British Columbia up 
the beautiful Alaskan Inland wa­ 
terway. 
Tourism has l>ecoine 
big business in Alaska, and it 
was well advertised to the vot­ 
ers that the state would build 
a new ferry to ply along the 
scenic coast. 
Wally Hickel was elected gov­ 
ernor in late 1966, and shortly 
after taking office in January, 
1967, he switched the plan which 
had been sold to the voters. A 
design for a new Am erican- 
built ferry had been prepared 
by a naval architectural firm 
in Seattle and had been sent to 
several shipyards in the Uni­ 
ted States, and the lowest bidder 
was reported to have been Le- 
vingston Shipbuilding Company 
of Orange, Texas, for the price 
of approximately $8 million. 
Meanwhile Gov. Hickel had 
been negotiating with New York 
brokers for the purchase of a 
foreign-built ferry and finally 
did purchase the Swedish Sten- 
na Brltannica, for approxima­ 
tely $7 million. It was report­ 
ed that the ship had been on 
the market for approximately 
$4,500,000. 
Gov. Hickel was immediately 
reminded that the Jones Act 
would prohibit a foreign-built 
vessel 
from plying 
between 
American ports. His reply was 
to ask the late Sen. Bob B art­ 
lett and Sen. Ernest Gruening 
of Alaska to introduce an a- 
mendment changing the Jones 
Act. 
The Coast Guard then wrote 
Hickel a warning that it would 
object to any vessel plying In 
coastal 
waters which did not 
meet the safety laws of the Uni­ 
ted States. So Hickel was stuck 
with his Panamanian flag, Swe­ 
dish-purchased, 
Norwegian- 
built vessel. 


VERY EMBARRASSING 
The vessel, now renamed the 
James W ickersham, in honor 
of an early delegate from Ala­ 
ska, is now in use. But you 


can't g*t on at any Alaskan 
port to go to another Alaskan 
port. 
It’s 
all very em bar­ 
rassing. 
"Leap Before You Look” Hic­ 
kel was further em barrased by 
the fact that the ship broke down 
in mld-Altantlc, then had furth- 
er troubles in the Pacific and 
had to be put into San Diego for 
repairs. 
A further embarrassment is 
the fact that in order to use the 
Wickersham as an efficient fer­ 
ry, it will be necessary either 
to cut large holes in the ship’s 
hull for side loading of auto­ 
mobiles or else rebuild the ex­ 
isting ferry term inals In Alas­ 
ka. The ship’s present design 
perm its only bow and stern 
loading. 
Meanwhile, "I Am the Law’* 
Hickel Is determined to remake 
the law in order to accommo­ 
date his ferryboat. Last month, 
Dec. 5, 1968, his office Issued 
a 
news release stating: "Gov. 
Walter J. Htckel fired off tele­ 
grams today to Alaska’s Con­ 
gressional delegation disclos­ 
ing a two-pronged attack —both 
through the courts and through 
renewed efforts to revamp the 
Jones Act —aimed at heading off 
what the governor called ’anew 
threat to the U. S. domestic 
petroleum industry.’ 
"In the wire Hickel said, ‘The 
need to alter federal maritime 
regulations — particularly the 
Jones Act — has become even 
more urgent as a result of a 
new attempt by some oil com­ 
panies and refineries to ’n- 
crease imports of foreign oil 
into the United States.’ *' 
The 
governor 
continued at 
some length to oppose not only 
the free tr ade zone in Maine for 
the importation of oil to fuel- 
starved New England, but also 
to modify the Jones Act for the 
benefit of American oil com­ 
panies’ tankers. 
This is the man whom the 
Senate is asked to confirm as 
Secretary of the Interior.

The Episcopal Church in Red Bluff is the oldest, continuously used, standing In this citj. 


Organized shortly after the Civil War through the efforts of General Norton Parker Chipman, 
lumberman and attorney who handled the affairs for the Cone family, it was also greatly en- 
couraged and helped by that family the last members of which were members and supporters 
of the church. 


Its location was purchased from the Kingsley family who had a tannery and gun manufactory 


back of it. Old pictures of the church show the tall smokestack of the Kingsley place behind 
the church. The congregation started meeting together in the sixties and in 1890 started the 
church building, finishing it in 1892, so that it bears the distinctive Victorian touches of so 
much of Red Bluff's old structures. The curved beams of its small entryway also show the ex- 
pert work of shipbuilders who made barges and boats to carry cargo on the Sacramento. 


There are indications also in the architecture and interior arrangements that it was built 


by jealous people who belonged to that party in the Episcopal Church who treasured the Catho- 
lic heritage of the Episcopal Church, as over against the Protestant, 1. e. what is, known 
confusingly today as, "the High Church people." Its sanctuary is huge compared to the seat- 
ing capacity, for the purpose of glorifying worship at the altar, although in its earlier form 
the choir probably was not in front as now, but on the side of the chancel, allowing more 
seating capacity. 


Religiously, the Episcopal Church has always puzzled many, even its own people, many of 


whom, like all Christians, do not wholly understand their church's official teaching and be- 
liefs. Some say it is half Catholic, half Protestant. Some say it is "close to the Catholic 
Church." Actually, in its present form it dates from Queen Elizabeth I, "Good Queen Bess," 
ii» whose reign the English people In the sixteenth century reformed their church in the same 
manner that Pope John in the Vatican Councils started to do for the Roman Catholic Church- 
up-dated it. 


It is not really half-Catholic, half-Protestant, although the word "Protestant" is included 


in its official title to distinguish it from the Roman Catholic Church, thereby compounding the 
confusion. 


The English people in Queen Elizabeth's day did the same as the late Pope John (1) they 


put the mass into English (2) required the people to take part in it as participants not specta- 
tors (3) gave the laity a voice in its affairs (4) dropped unity by force and allowed diversity. 
Again with the consequence of confusion and disagreement which always goes along with free- 
dom. 


Services in St. Peter's are- the Holy Communion (or Mass) in English every Sunday morn- 


ing at 8:00 a.m. and once a month at all services. Morning Prayer, a service devised from the 
monastic services, at other later hours.

The E piscopal C hurch In Red Bluff Is the o ld est, continuously used, standing In this city . 
O rganized sh o rtly a fter the C ivil W ar through the e ffo rts of G en eral N orton P a rk e r Chlpman] 
lum berm an and attorney who handled the affairs for the Cone fam ily , It w as also greatly e n ­ 
couraged and helped by that fam ily the last m em b ers of which w e re m em b ers and su p p o rters 
of the ch u rc h . 


Its location w as p urchased from the Kingsley fam ily who had a tan n ery and gun m anufactory 
back of It. Old p ic tu re s of the church show the ta ll sm okestack of the K ingsley place behind 
the ch u rch . T he congregation sta rte d meeting to g eth er In the six tie s and In 1890 started the 
church building, finishing It In 1892, so that It b e a rs the d istin c tiv e V ictorian torches of so 
much of Red B luff's old s tru c tu re s . The curved b eam s of Its sm a ll entryw ay a lso show the e x ­ 
p e rt w ork of sh ip b u ild ers who m ade barges and boats to c a rr y c a rg o on the S acram ento. 


T h e re a re indications a lso In the arch itectu re and in te rio r a rra n g e m e n ts that It was built 
by jealo u s people who belonged to th at party in the E piscopal C hurch who tre a s u re d the C atho­ 
lic h e rita g e of the E piscopal C hurch, as over against the P ro te sta n t, 1. e . what is, known 
confusingly today a s, “ the High C hurch people.” Its san ctu ary Is huge com pared to the s e a t­ 
ing cap acity , for the p u rpose of glorifying w orship at the a lta r, although In its e a rlie r form 
the ch o ir probably w as not in front as now, but on the side of the ch an cel, allowing m ore 
seating cap acity . 


R elig io u sly , the E piscopal C hurch has alw ays puzzled m any, even its own people, many of 
whom, lik e all C h ristia n s, do not wholly understand th e ir c h u rc h ’s official teaching and b e ­ 
lie fs. Som e say it is half C atholic, half P ro te sta n t. Some say It Is “ clo se to the C atholic 
C h u rch .” A ctually, In Its p re se n t form it dates from Queen E lizab eth I, “ Good Queen B e ss,” 
in w hose reig n the E nglish people In the sixteenth century refo rm ed th e ir church in the sam e 
m anner th at Pope John In the V atican Councils sta rte d to do fo r the R om an C atholic C hurch: 
up-dated It. 


It Is not rea lly half-C atholic, h a lf-P ro testa n t, although the w ord “ P ro te sta n t” is included 
in Its official title to d istin g u ish It from the Rom an C atholic C h u rch , th ereb y compounding the 
confusion. 


T he E nglish people In Queen E lizabeth’s day did the sam e a s the late Pope John: (1) they 
put the m a ss into E nglish (2) re q u ire d the people to take p art In It a s p artic ip an ts not sp e c ta ­ 
to rs (3) gave the laity a voice In Its affairs (4) dropped unity by fo rce and allowed d iv e rsity . 
Again w ith the consequence of confusion and d isag reem en t w hich alw ays goes along with fr e e ­ 
dom .

ORDINANCE NO. 432 


AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISH- 


ING 
STANDARDS, REGULA- 


TIONS AND PROCEDURES FOR 
THE SUBDIVISION AND OTHER 
DIVISION OR UTILIZATION OF 
LAND, AND FOR THE DESIGN 
AND IMPROVEMENT THERE- 
OF. 
The Board of Supervisors of 
the County of Tchama, State of 
California, do ordain as fol- 
lows; 
SECTION 1. PURPOSE AND 


EFFECT. 


1.01 This ordinance is enact- 


ed for the purpose of adopting 
standards, regulations and pro- 
cedures for the subdivision and 
other specified types of division 
and utilization of land in the 
unincorporated a r e a 
of the 


County, as authorized and di- 
rected by the Subdivision Map 
Act and other applicable pro- 
visions of Law. 


1.02 This ordinance provides 


for the division of land in ac- 
cordance with provisions for 
three primary classifications, 
which 
are: 
SUBDIVISIONS, 


PARCEL DIVISION and MIN- 
OR DIVISIONS, each of which is 
defined herein. 


1.03 This ordinance also pro- 
vides for 
the REVERSION to 


ACREAGE of lands previously 
divided. 


1.04 Ordinance No. 278 of the 
C o u n t y of Tehama, and all 
amendments thereto, are here- 
by repealed. 


1.05 The repeal of such ordi- 
nances shall not 
affect any 


agreement, contract or bond ex- 
ecuted pursuant to such ordi- 
nances or any rights of action 
accrued thereunder; or any pre- 
viously approved tentative map 
or final map, subject to time 
periods of such ordinances and 
conditions of approval. 


1.06 All 
divisions 
of land 


which are subject to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall 
conform to the General Plan, 
Specific Plans, and to adopted 
standards and provisions of law 
which are pertinent or applica- 
ble to such divisions. 


1.07 P l a n n i n g Commission 


action on Tentative Maps shall 
be final except in cases where 
the Board of Supervisors mod- 
ifies or revises such action up- 
on its own initiative or by its 
action on a properly filed ap- 
peal. 


1.08 It shall be unlawful for 


any individual, firm, associa- 
tion, syndicate, co-partnership, 
trust, or any other legal entity, 
as a principal, agent, or other- 
wise, to offer to sell, to con- 
tract to sell, or sell, or lease, 
or transfer or utilize, or oth- 
erwise assign for financing or 
other purposes, any proposed 
subdivision or other division of 
land or any part thereof in the 
unincorporated territory of the 
County, unless and until all the 
requirements hereinafter pro- 
vided have been complied with. 
SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS. 


2.01 ADVISORY AGENCY, as 


referred to herein, shall be the 
Tehama County Planning Com- 
mission which is also referred 
to herein as the "Planning Com - 
mission", and it is hereby char- 
ged with the duty of making in- 
vestigations and reports on the 
design and improvement of all 
proposed subdivisions and other 
divisions of land, and shall have 
such other powers and duties 
with 
respect to such subdi- 


visions and other divisions of 
land, and the procedures re- 
lating thereto, as are spec- 
ified by law and by this Ordi- 
nance. 


2.02 APPEAL BOARD, as re- 


ferred to herein, shall be the 
Board of Supervisors of Te- 
hama county which is also re- 
ferred to herein as the "Board 
of Supervisors", and it shall 
hear and make determinations 
upon appeals from actions of the 
Planning Commission with re- 
spect to the provisions of this 
ordinance. 


2.03 COUNTY PLANNER, as 


referred to herein, shall be the 
agent of the Planning Commis- 
sion designated by the Tehama 
County Board of Supervisors to 
fulfill the duties of the County 
Planner as prescribed herein. 


2.04 COUNTY ENGINEER, as 


referred to herein, shall be the 
person 
so designated by the 


Board oi Supervisors. 


2.05 COUNTY SURVEYOR, as 


referred to herein, shall be the 
person 
so designated by the 


Board of Supervisors. 


2.06 ROAD COMMISSIONER, 


as referred to herein, shall be 
the person so designated by the 
Board of Supervisors. 


2.07 COUNTY HEALTH OF- 


FICER, as referred to herein, 
shall be the person so designat- 
ed by th* Board ofSupervlsors. 


2.08 AUTHORIZED REPRE- 


SENTATIVE, as referred to 
herein, shall be a Qualified 
person who is authorized by a 
County official defined herein to 
act in the place of such official 
with respect to the operation or

2.09 TECHNICAL ADVISORY 


COMMITTEE, as referred to 
herein, shall be the County 
Planner, the County Engineer 
and the County Health Officer, 
or their authorized representa- 
tives and "Committee" shall 
mean Technical Ad visor y Com- 
mittee. This Committee maybe 
expanded by order of the Board 
of Supervisors to include repre - 
sentatlves of other County de- 
partments. 


2.10 LAND DIVISION STAN- 


DARDS, as referred to herein, 
shall mean a set of detailed 
standards, 
specifications, 


drawings and schedules, which 
shall be adopted by resolution 
of the Board of Supervisors, to 
set forth the regulations, stand- 
ards and specifications for land 
development improvements; the 
type 
and nature 
of investi- 


gations, 
tests and reports; 


schedules for fees to be char- 
ged, and such other matters 
as the Board of Supervisors 
finds to be necessary to prop- 
erly supplement the provisions 
of this ordinance in the proces- 
sing of land divisions and the 
Improvements thereof. 
Wherever reference is made 
to "this ordinance" herein, 
such 
reference shall Include 


the Land Division Standards. 


2.11 LEASE, as used herein, 
shall not include: 


2.11 (a) The leasing of apart- 


ments, 
offices, 
stores 
or 


similar space within an apart- 
ment building, industrial build- 
Ing, commercial building, or a 
trailer park for which a use 
permit has been issued under 
the County Zoning Ordinance, 
or, 


2.11 (b) Mineral, oil or gas 


leases, or, 


2.11 (c) The leasing and ac- 


tual exclusive use of land par- 
cels for the full lease term per- 
iod for commercial agricultural 
production purposes. 


2.12 MAP ACT shall mean the 


Subdivision Map Act of the State 
of California, as amended. 


2.13 OWNER shall mean any 


individual, firm, association, 
syndicate, co-partnership, 
trust or any other legal entity 
having a proprietory interest in 
the land sought to be subdivi- 
ded, divided or otherwise util- 
ized, who commences and main- 
tains proceedings to utilize the 
same 
under the provisions of 


this Ordinance. 


2.14 P R E L I M I N A R Y MAP 


shall mean a map prepared from 
existing records in sufficient 
detail to show clearly the de- 
velopment plan proposed for the 
total land area which is to be 
developed in one or more units. 


2.15 TENTATIVE MAP shall 


mean a map prepared from ex- 
isting 
and field data in suf- 


ficient detail to meet the re- 
quirements for filing as pre- 
scribed herein, and to constitute 
an adequate basis for the pre- 
paration of a final map. 


2.16 FINAL MAP shall mean a 


fully engineered map prepar- 
ed in accordance with the condi- 
tions of approval of a tentative 
subdivision map and in accept- 
able form for processing and 
recording, as provided herein. 


2.17 PARCEL 
MAP 
shall 


mean a map prepared from ex- 
isting and/or field engineering 
data, 
in accordance 
with the 


conditions of approval of a ten- 
tative parcel map, and in ac- 
ceptable form for processing 
and filing for record, as pro- 
vided herein. 


2.18 RECORD 
OF 
SURVEY 


MAP shall mean a map prepar- 
ed in accordance with provi- 
sions of the Land Surveyors 
Act to delineate land boundar- 
ies or property lines. 


2.19 REVERSION TO ACRE- 


AGE 
MAP shall mean a map 


prepared 
in accordance with 


provisions of State law for pur- 
poses of reverting previously 
divided parcels to acreage, and 
as otherwise provided herein. 


2.20 SUBDIVIDER shall mean 


any individual, firm, associa- 
tion, syndicate, co-partnership, 
corporation, trust or any other 
legal entity commencing pro- 
ceedings to effect a subdivision 
or other division or utilization 
of land which Is subject to the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


2.21 SUBDIVISION shall mean 


any unit or contiguous units of 
real property, or portion there- 
of, which Is divided, assigned 
or allocated by any method by 
any subdlvlder for any purpose, 
whether immediate or future, 
into five or more parcels or 
entitles of usage, except as oth- 
erwise provided herein. 


2.21 (a) Subdivision shall In- 


clude a condominium project, 
as defined In Civil Code Sec- 
tion 1350, containing five or 
more condominiums, as defined 
in Civil Code Section 783, and 
a communltyapartmentproject, 
as defined In Business and Pro- 
fessions Code Section 11004, 
containing five or more parcels. 


2.21 (b) Subdivision shall not 


Include any "Parcel Division" 
or "Minor Division", as de-

fined herein, or either of the 
following; 


(1) Any parcel or parcels of 
land divided Into lots or par- 
cels, each of a gross area 
of 160 acres (or a quarter 
section) or more, which di- 
vision shall not constitute a 
subdivision, parcel division 
or minor division, 


s (2) Any land dedicated for 


cemetery purposes under the 
Health and Safety Code of the 
State of California.

4.02 (b) Such proposed divi- 
sion shall first be discussed 
with the Technical Advisory 
Committee, and the dimen- 
sions, scale and content of the 
preliminary map shall be as 
specified by said Committee to 
show to approximate scale and 
in reasonable detail the fol- 
lowing: 


(1) Street and lot pattern, uses 
proposed.

4.09 (a) It shall be clearly and 
legibly drawn In black water- 
proof India ink upon good tracing 
cloth 
or other material ap- 


proved by the County Recorder, 
and shall include certificates as 
required by the Subdivision Map 
Act and this Ordinance. 
4.09 (b) Tne size of each sheet 
shall be 18 x 26 Inches, A 
marginal line shall be drawn 
completely around each sheet, 
leaving an entirely blank margin 
of one Inch. The particular num - 
ber of the sheet and the total 
number 
of sheets comprising 


the map, the tract number, title, 
or other designation shall be 
stated on each of the sheets, 
and Its relation to each adjoin- 
ing sheet shall be clearly shown. 
The tract designation, all draw- 
ings, affidavits, acknowledg- 
ments, 
endorsements, 
offers 


and acceptances of dedication, 
and notarial seals shall be with- 
in said marginal lines. The first 
sheet of the map shall contain 
all a f f i d a v i t s , acknowledg- 
ments, endorsements, offers 
and acceptances of dedication 
and notarial certificates, and 
no signed certificates shall ap- 
pear on any other sheet of the 
map, nor shall any portion of 
the map appear on the sheet 
containing the certificates.

4.09 (h) The map shall show 
the line of extreme high water 
In case the subdivision is ad- 
jacent to a stream, channel, or 
subject to periodic inundation by 
water.

CALIFORNIA 
ORDINANCE NO. 432 
AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISH­ 
ING 
STANDARDS, REGULA­ 
TIONS AND PROCEDURES FOR 
THE SUBDIV ISION AND OTHER 
DIVISION OR UTILIZATION OF 
LAND, AND FOR THE DESIGN 
AND IMPROVEMENT THERE­ 
OF. 
The Board of Supervisors of 
the County of Tehama, State of 
California, do ordain as fol­ 
lows: 
SECTION 1. PURPOSE AND 
EFFECT. 
1.01 This ordinance Is enact­ 
ed for the purpose of adopting 
standards, regulations and pro­ 
cedures for the subdivision and 
other specified types of division 
and utilization of land in the 
unincorporated 
a r e a 
of the 
County, as authorized and d i­ 
rected by the Subdivision Map 
Act and other applicable pro­ 
visions of Law, 
1.02 This ordinance provides 
for the division of land in ac­ 
cordance with provisions for 
three primary classifications, 
which 
are; 
SUBDIVISIONS, 
PARCEL DIVISION and MIN­ 
OR DIVISIONS, each of which is 
defined herein. 
1.03 This ordinance also pro­ 
vides for 
the REVERSION to 
ACREAGE of lands previously 
divided. 
1.04 Ordinance No. 278 of the 
C o u n t y of Tehama, and all 
amendments thereto, are h ere­ 
by repealed. 
1.05 The repeal of such ordi­ 
nances shall not 
affect 
any 
agreement, contract or bond ex­ 
ecuted pursuant to such ordi­ 
nances or any rights of action 
accrued thereunder; or any p re ­ 
viously approved tentative map 
or final map, subject to time 
periods of such ordinances and 
conditions of approval. 
1.06 All 
divisions 
of land 
which are subject to the pro­ 
visions of this ordinance shall 
conform to the General Plan, 
Specific Plans, and to adopted 
standards and provisions of law 
which are pertinent or applica­ 
ble to such divisions. 
1.07 P l a n n i n g Commission 
action on Tentative Maps shall 
be final except in cases where 
the Board of Supervisors mod­ 
ifies or revises such action up­ 
on its own initiative or by its 
action on a properly filed ap­ 
peal. 
1.08 It shall be unlawful for 
any individual, firm, associa­ 
tion, syndicate, co-partnership, 
trust, or any other legal entity, 
as a principal, agent, or other­ 
wise, to offer to sell, to con­ 
tract to sell, or sell, or lease, 
or transfer or utilize, or oth­ 
erwise assign for financing or 
other purposes, any proposed 
subdivision or other division of 
land or any part thereof in the 
unincorporated territory of the 
County, unless and until all the 
requirements hereinafter pro­ 
vided have been complied with. 
SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS. 
2.01 ADVISORY AGENCY, as 
referred to herein, shall be the 
Tehama County Planning Com­ 
m ission which is also referred 
to herein as the “ Planning Com - 
m ission’’, and it is hereby char­ 
ged with the duty of making in­ 
vestigations and reports on the 
design and improvement of all 
proposed subdivisions and other 
divisions of land, and shall have 
such other powers and duties 
with 
respect 
to such subdi­ 
visions and other divisions of 
land, and the procedures re ­ 
lating thereto, as are spec­ 
ified by law and by this O rdi­ 
nance. 
2.02 APPEAL BOARD, as re ­ 
ferred to herein, shall be the 
Board of Supervisors of T e­ 
hama County which is also re ­ 
ferred to herein as the “ Board 
of Supervisors” , and it shall 
hear and make determinations 
upon appeals from actions of the 
Planning Commission with re ­ 
spect to the provisions of this 
ordinance. 
2.03 COUNTY PLANNER, as 
referred to herein, shall be the 
agent of the Planning Commis­ 
sion designated by the Tehama 
County Board of Supervisors to 
fulfill the duties of the County 
Planner as prescribed herein. 
2.04 COUNTY ENGINEER, as 
referred to herein, shall be the 
person 
so designated by the 
Board of Supervisors. 
2.05 COUNTY SURVEYOR, as 
referred to herein, shall be the 
person 
so designated by the 
Board of Supervisors. 
2.06 ROAD COMMISSIONER, 
as referred to herein, shall be 
the person so designated by the 
Board of Supervisors. 
2.07 COUNTY HEALTH OF­ 
FICER, as referred to herein, 
shall be the person so designat­ 
ed by the Board of S t^ rvlsors. 
2.08 AUTHORIZED 
REPRE­ 
SENTATIVE, as referred to 
herein, shall be a Qualified 
person who Is authorized by a 
County official defined herein to 
act in the place of such official 
with respect to the operation or 
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a d m i n i s t r a t i o n of this o r­ 
dinance. 
2.09 TECHNICAL ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE, as referred to 
herein, shall be the County 
Planner, the County Engineer 
and the County Health Officer, 
or their authorized representa­ 
tives and “ Committee’* shall 
mean Technical Advisory Com­ 
mittee. This Committee maybe 
expanded by order of the Board 
of Supervisors to Include rep re. 
sentatlves of other County de­ 
partm ents. 
2.10 LAND DIVISION STAN­ 
DARDS, as referred to herein, 
shall mean a set of detailed 
s t a n d a r d s , 
specifications, 
drawings and schedules, which 
shall be adopted by resolution 
of the Board of Supervisors, to 
set forth the regulations, stand­ 
ards and specifications for land 
development improvements; the 
type 
and 
nature 
of investi­ 
gations, 
tests 
and 
reports; 
schedules tor fees to be char­ 
ged, and such other m atters 
as the Board of Supervisors 
finds to be necessary to prop­ 
erly supplement the provisions 
of this ordinance in the proces­ 
sing of land divisions and the 
improvements thereof. 
W herever reference is made 
to 
“ this 
ordinance” herein, 
such 
reference shall Include 
the Land Division Standards. 
2.11 LEASE, as used herein, 
shall not include: 
2.11 (a) The leasing of apart­ 
ments, 
offices, 
stores 
or 
sim ilar space within an apart­ 
ment building, industrial build­ 
ing, commercial building, or a 
trailer park for which a use 
perm it has been Issued under 
the County Zoning Ordinance, 
or, 
2.11 (b) Mineral, oil or gas 
leases, or, 
2.11 (c) The leasing and ac­ 
tual exclusive use of land par­ 
cels for the full lease term p er­ 
iod for commercial agricultural 
production purposes. 
2.12 MAP ACT shall mean the 
Subdivision Map Act of the State 
of California, as amended. 
2.13 OWNER shall mean any 
individual, firm, association, 
syndicate, c o - p a r t n e r s h i p , 
trust or any other legal entity 
having a proprietory Interest in 
the land sought to be subdivi­ 
ded, divided or otherwise util­ 
ized, who commences and main­ 
tains proceedings to utilize the 
same 
under the provisions of 
this Ordinance. 
2.14 P R E L I M I N A R Y MAP 
shall mean a map prepared from 
existing records in sufficient 
detail to show clearly the de­ 
velopment plan proposed for the 
total land area which is to be 
developed in one or more units. 
2.15 TENTATIVE MAP shall 
mean a map prepared from ex­ 
isting 
and 
field data in suf­ 
ficient detail to meet the re ­ 
quirements for filing as pre­ 
scribed herein, and to constitute 
an adequate basis for the p re­ 
paration of a final map. 
2.16 FINAL MAP shall mean a 
fully engineered map prepar­ 
ed in accordance with the condi­ 
tions of approval of a tentative 
subdivision map and In accept­ 
able form for processing and 
recording, as provided herein. 
2.17 PARCEL 
MAP 
shall 
mean a map prepared from ex­ 
isting and/or field engineering 
data, 
in accordance 
with the 
conditions of approval of a ten­ 
tative parcel map, and in ac­ 
ceptable form for processing 
and filing for record, as pro­ 
vided herein. 
2.18 RECORD 
OF 
SURVEY 
MAP shall mean a map prepar­ 
ed in accordance with provi­ 
sions of the Land Surveyors 
Act to delineate land boundar­ 
ies or property lines. 
2.19 REVERSION TO ACRE­ 
AGE 
MAP shall mean a map 
prepared 
In accordance with 
provisions of State law for pur­ 
poses of reverting previously 
divided parcels to acreage, and 
as otherwise provided herein. 
2.20 SUBDIVIDER shall mean 
any individual, firm, associa­ 
tion, syndicate, co-partnership, 
corporation, trust or any other 
legal entity commencing pro­ 
ceedings to effect a subdivision 
or other division or utilization 
of land which is subject to the 
provisions of this ordinance. 
2.21 SUBDIVISION shall mean 
any unit or contiguous units of 
real property, or portion there­ 
of, which is divided, assigned 
or allocated by any method by 
any subdivider for any purpose, 
whether immediate or future, 
into five or more parcels or 
entitles of usage, except as oth­ 
erwise provided herein. 
2.21 (a) Subdivision shall in­ 
clude a condominium project, 
as defined In Civil Code Sec­ 
tion 1350, containing five or 
more condominiums, as defined 
In Civil Code Section 783, and 
a community apartment project, 
as defined in Business and Pro­ 
fessions Code Section 11004, 
containing five or more parcels. 
2.21 (b) Subdivision shall not 
Include any “ Parcel Division’* 
or “ Minor Division” , as de- 
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or either of the 
fined herein, 
following; 
(1) Any parcel or parcels of 
land divided Into lots or p ar­ 
cels, each of a gross area 
of 160 acres (or a quarter 
section) or more, which d i­ 
vision shall not constitute a 
subdivision, parcel division 
or minor division. 
« (2) Any land dedicated for 
cemetery purposes under the 
Health and Safety Code of the 
State of California. 
2.22 PARCEL DIVISION shall 
mean the division of any real 
property, 
Improved 
or 
un­ 
improved, or a portion thereof, 
which Is divided for the pur­ 
pose of sale, lease, financing, 
or utilization, whether Imme­ 
diate or future, Into five or 
more parcels, and In which the 
Planning Commission finds in 
its consideration of the tenta­ 
tive map that the proposed d i­ 
vision 
conforms 
to adopted 
Plans, standards and provisions 
of law, and that one of the fol­ 
lowing sets of conditions p re­ 
vails; 
2.22 (a) A whole parcel before 
division contains less than five 
acres, each parcel created by 
the division abuts upon a public 
street or highway, and no dedi­ 
cations 
or improvements are 
required by the Planning Com­ 
mission. 
2.22 (b) The division consists 
of parcels each of a gross area 
of five acres or more, and each 
of which has an access to a 
maintained 
public 
street or 
highway, which access Is ap­ 
proved by the Planning Com­ 
mission. 
2.22 (c) The parcel or parcels 
of land Included in the tentative 
map have access to a public 
street or highway, they com­ 
prise part oí a tract of land 
zoned for Industrial develop­ 
ment, and the map receives ap­ 
proval of the Planning Commis­ 
sion as to access, street align­ 
ment and widths and other im ­ 
provements. 
2.22 (d) The division consists 
of parcels each of gross area 
of between 40 acres and 160 
acres (or 1/4 section). 
2.23 MINOR DIVISION shall 
mean any division into fewer 
than five parcels, each of which 
has an area of less than 160 
acres (or 1/4 section). 
2.24 ROAD shall mean a way 
for vehicular traffic, whether 
designated as a street, high­ 
way, thoroughfare, road, ave­ 
nue, boulevard, 
lane, 
place, 
court, 
circle, 
drive 
or way 
which has been dedicated for 
public use and accepted by the 
County, or has been laid out and 
constructed as a County road by 
the County, or has been made 
a public road pursuant to law. 
It includes public roads con­ 
structed by Federal and State 
agencies, but not private roads 
or private alleys. 
2.25 PRIVATE 
ROAD 
shall 
mean a way for vehicular tra f­ 
fic, however designated, which 
is not designed or intended to 
be accepted by the County, and 
for which any offer of dedica­ 
tion or other offer for accept­ 
ance by the County shall be 
rejected until such tim e as 
specified conditions for future 
acceptance have been fully com - 
plied with. 
2.26 GENERAL PLAN 
shall 
mean any element thereof as set 
forth in the Planning and Zon­ 
ing Law, Title 7 of the Gov­ 
ernment Code of the State of 
California. 
2.27 SPECIFIC PLAN 
shall 
mean any unit thereof as set 
forth in the Planning and Zon­ 
ing Law, Title 7 of the Govern­ 
ment Code of the State of Cal- 
fornia. 
2.28 ENGINEER shall mean a 
Civil Engineer competent to 
practice Civil Engineering as 
defined in Section 6731 and 
registered under the provisions 
of the Business and Professions 
Code of the State of California, 
retained 
by the Subdivider, 
Owner, Developer or C ontract­ 
or to provide civil engineering 
services. 
2.29 SOIL 
ENGINEER 
shall 
mean a Civil Engineer re g iste r­ 
ed in the State of California 
with 
a 
specialty 
and 
ex­ 
perience in the investigation 
and analysis of soils. 
2.30 SURVEYOR shall mean a 
Land Surveyor licensed under 
the Land Surveyors’ Act of the 
State of California or a Civil 
Engineer registered in the State 
of California retained by the 
Subdivider, Owner, Developer 
or Contractor to provide land 
surveying services. 
SECTION 3. GENERAL PRO­ 
CEDURES FOR LAND DIVISION 
3.01 Any action to divide any 
land In the unincorporated te r­ 
ritory of Tehama County Into 
two or more parcels, any one 
of which will contain less than 
160 acres (or 1/4 section), shall 
hereafter be subject to the pro­ 
visions of this ordinance, and 
any such action shall be un­ 
dertaken in accordance with 
the 
following 
general proce­ 
dures. 
3.02 A SUBDIVISION, as de­ 
fined herein, shall require: 
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3.02 (a) Processing and ap­ 
proval 
of 
Preliminary Map, 
(Sec. 4.02, 4.03). 
3.02 (b) Processing 
and ap­ 
proval 
of 
a Tentative Map, 
(Sec. 4.04 - 4.07). 
3.02 (c) Processing 
and re ­ 
cording of a Final Subdivision 
Map, 
(Sec. 4.08 - 4.10). 
3.03 A PARCEL DIVISION, as 
defined herein, shall require: 
3.03 (a) Possible processing 
of a Prelim inary Map, 
(Sec. 4.12). 
3.03 (b) Processing and ap­ 
proval of 
a 
Tentative 
Map, 
(Sec. 4.13). 
3.03 (c) Processing and filing 
for record 
of a Parcel Map, 
(Sec. 4.14 - 4.17). 
3.04 A MINOR DIVISION, as 
defined herein, shall require; 
3.04 (a) For a two, three or 
four parcel division; Minor Di­ 
vision, 
procedures 
and re ­ 
quirements (Sec. 4.19(a), 4,19 
<b). 
SECTION 4. SPECIFIC 
PRO­ 
CEDURES FOR LAND DIVISION 
4.01 SUBDIVISIONS. The fol­ 
lowing procedures shall be fol­ 
lowed for divisions of land which 
constitute subdivisions, as de­ 
fined herein. 
4.02 Prelim inary Map, Form 
Content 
4.02 (a) A preliminary map 
shall be prepared for the total 
area of any proposed subdivi­ 
sion, except that the Commit­ 
tee may waive this requirement 
for subdivisions of less than 80 
acres and/or those to be devel­ 
oped and recorded in one unit. 
4.02 (b) Such proposed divi­ 
sion shall first be discussed 
with 
the Technical Advisory 
Committee, 
and the dimen­ 
sions, scale and content of the 
prelim inary map shall be as 
specified by said Committee to 
show to approximate scale and 
in reasonable detail the fol­ 
lowing: 
(1) Street and lot pattern, uses 
proposed. 
(2) Topography and drainage, 
water courses, water features, 
areas subject to inundation or 
flooding. 
(3) Geology, soil types, vege­ 
tation. 
(4) Proposed 
water 
supply, 
sewerage, fire protection. 
(5) Proposed street sections 
and improvements. 
(6) Other 
features required 
by said Committee to adequate­ 
ly represent a comprehensive 
total development m aster plan. 
4.03 Preliminary Map, Pro­ 
cessing 
4.03 (a) A preliminary map, 
when in form acceptable to the 
..Technical Advisory Committee, 
shall be submitted to the Com­ 
mittee for action, and within 15 
days thereafter said Committee 
shall meet to consider the map. 
Within 21 days thereafter the 
Committee shall prepare a re ­ 
port on the map and transm it 
copies to the subdivider and 
the Planning Commission. 
4.03 (b) At the meeting fol­ 
lowing receipt of the report, the 
Planning 
Commission 
shall 
consider the map and enter into 
the minutes its comments and 
suggestions with respect there­ 
to, which action shall consti­ 
tute guidance for the subdivider 
in the preparation of a tentative 
map. If the Preliminary Map is 
acceptable, the Planning Com­ 
mission shall then authorize 
the preparation of the tentative 
map. 
4.03 (c) The Technical Ad­ 
visory Committee, subject to 
all 
other 
provisions thereof, 
may accept a tentative map as 
a prelim inary map, or a pre­ 
lim inary map as a tentative 
map. 
4.04 Tentative Map, Form and 
Content 
4.04 (a) Tentative maps shall 
be either eighteen by twenty-six 
inches or twenty-four by thirty- 
six inches in size and to scale 
of not less than one inch equals 
one hundred feet, unless other­ 
wise approved by the Technical 
Advisory Committee if an al­ 
ternate size or scale will permit 
presentation of map data of ac­ 
ceptable 
completeness 
and 
clarity. 
4.04 (b) The following infor­ 
mation shall be shown on each 
tentative map, except for any 
such 
Information 
which the 
Committee determines Is not 
necessary to be shown on any 
particular tentative map: 
(1) A site location sketch in­ 
dicating 
the location of the 
property to be divided in re ­ 
lation to the surrounding area 
or region. 
(2) A tract number issued by 
the County Surveyor, date, north 
arrow , scale and sufficient de­ 
scription to define the location 
and boundaries of the proposed 
tra c t. 
(3) Name and address of rec­ 
ord owner or owners of the 
property to be divided, and their 
signed statement of consent to 
the preparation of the map. 
(4) Name and address of the 
subdivider. 
(5) Name, business address 
and number of the registered 
civil engineer or licensed su r­ 
veyor, who prepared the map. 
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(6) The locations, names or 
filing fee 
other approved Identification, 
widths, approximate grade and 
curve radii of all roads, streets, 
highways and ways within the 
property and along the boundar­ 
ies thereof. 
(7) Contour lines having the 
following intervals; Two feet for 
ground slopes between level and 
5%, and 5 feet for ground slopes 
exceeding 5%. 
(8) The location, character, 
and identification of all ex­ 
isting and 
proposed public 
utility facilities on the property 
or 
on 
adjoining 
properties 
and on contiguous highways and 
roads and approximate widths, 
location and identification of all 
existing 
or 
proposed ease­ 
ments, and proposed building 
setback lines. 
(9) Approximate lot lay-out 
and approximate dimensions of 
each lot. Each lot shall be num­ 
bered. 
(10) Preliminary cut and fill 
slope areas. 
(11) The outline of any exist­ 
ing buildings, identification of 
those to remain in place, and 
their locations in relation to ex­ 
isting or proposed streets, lot 
lines and building setback lines. 
(12) Approximate location and 
species of trees or groups of 
trees on the property, and gen­ 
eral identification of those tobe 
removed. 
(13) Approximate location of 
existing and proposed water 
control features and bodies of 
water, all areas which are sub­ 
ject to inundation or storm wat­ 
er overflow and the location, 
width, and direction of flow of 
all water courses. 
(14) Approximate locations of 
existing wells, springs and sew - 
age disposal systems, and of 
test 
wells, 
percolation test 
holes and staked or flagged 
reference points for use by ap­ 
propriate public agencies for 
field check purposes. 
(15) The location, identifica­ 
tion and description of known 
or found survey monuments on 
or adjacent to the sites. 
4.04 (c) The following state­ 
ments shall either appear on the 
tentative map or shall be sub­ 
mitted in written form with the 
map, except for any of such 
items which the Committee de­ 
term ines are not necessary to 
be filed with any particular ten­ 
tative map: 
(1) Existing use or uses of 
the property. 
(2) Proposed use of the prop­ 
erty. If the property is pro­ 
posed to be used for more than 
one purpose, the area, lots or 
lot proposed for each type of 
use shall be described in a 
statement and shown on the 
tentative map. 
(3) Descriptive Information on 
the following: 
a. Proposed drainage chan­ 
nel changes and flood control 
m easures. 
b. Proposed domestic water 
supply and sewage disposal sys­ 
tem s. 
c. Proposed street, surface 
drainage, grading, fire protect­ 
ion and other Improvements, 
and estimated construction time 
schedule. 
d. Proposed utility service 
for electrical, gas and commu­ 
nication systems, including the 
name and address of serving 
utility company or agency. 
4.04 (d) The following docu­ 
ments shall be submitted with 
each tentative map, except for 
any of such items which the 
Committee determines are not 
necessary to be filed with any 
particular tentative map; 
(1) A copy of any condition 
or any restrictive reservations 
or covenants, existing or pro­ 
posed. 
(2) A letter setting forth and 
describing the reasons for any 
requested exceptions to pro­ 
visions of this ordinance, and 
for any requested rezoning, use 
perm it or zoning variance which 
may 
be necessary to permit 
proposed uses of land and struc­ 
tures. 
(3) Either a statement by a 
Registered Civil Engineer as 
to the feasibility of the pro­ 
posed land development In re ­ 
lation to the geologic and soil 
characteristics, or a prelim in­ 
ary geologic and soil report 
based upon adequate test bor­ 
ings or excavations. 
4.04 (e) The County Engineer 
may, on the basis of such state­ 
ment or preliminary geologic 
and soil report, require a soli 
Investigation of any or all lots; 
or he may, on the basis of such 
statement 
waive the require­ 
ment for a prelim inary geolo­ 
gic and soil report and/or soil 
investigation when, based on 
knowledge of the quality of soils 
on the site, he determ ines that 
no such report or investigation 
Is necessary. 
4.05 Tentative Map, Filing and 
Processing 
4.05 (a) Fifteen prints and one 
reproducible copy oí the tenta­ 
tive map of a proposed subdivi­ 
sion and of the subdivider’s 
statement shall be submitted to 
the County Planner, together 
with 
required documents and 


at least twenty days 
prior to the date of the Plan­ 
ning Commission meeting at 
which action thereon is desired. 
4.05 (b) Upon the submittal of 
such a tentative map and ac­ 
companying 
documents, 
the 
County Planner shall either di­ 
rect the transm ittal of, or shall 
transm it copies of the map and 
related documents to the County 
Health Department, the County 
Engineer, County F ire Official 
and County Building Official, 
and to all such governmental, 
public utility and other agen­ 
cies, as he determ ines do or 
may have an Interest therein. 
4.05 (c) Each department, of­ 
ficial or agency receiving such a 
tentative map and related docu­ 
ments shall, within ten days of 
receipt, 
report 
in writing 
through the Committee to the 
Planning Commission stating 
whether or not the map and doc­ 
uments are in conformity with 
the standards and regulations 
of this Ordinance and other ap­ 
plicable provisions of law and 
with the standards and require­ 
ments of any such agency, or 
what measures will be neces­ 
sary to accomplish such con­ 
formity. A copy of each such 
written report shall be mailed 
or otherwise delivered to the 
subdivider prior to Planning 
Commission action on the tenta­ 
tive map. 
4.05 (d) Upon submittal of a 
tentative map, the County Plan­ 
ner shall review the map and the 
statem ents and documents sub­ 
mitted with It and within five 
days shall call a meeting of the 
Technical Advisory Committee 
to discuss the proposed sub­ 
division with the subdivider and 
to indicate any actions neces­ 
sary to make the map accept­ 
able for filing, or to accept the 
map as being officially filed. 
4.05 (e) A tentative map shall 
be considered officially filed, 
and shall be so endorsed and 
dated, at such time as the map 
and all related notations, state­ 
ments and reports required by 
this Ordinance have been sub­ 
mitted to, processed, and found 
to be in complete and proper 
form by the Committee, and all 
required fees have been paid. 
4.05 (f) Within 21 days from 
the date of official filing of a 
tentative map, the Technical 
Advisory Committee shall p re­ 
pare a report thereon and the 
County Planner shall place the 
item 
for consideration of the 
map on the agenda of the next 
Planning Commission meeting. 
4.06 Tentative Map, Consid­ 
eration by 
P l a n n i n g Com­ 
mission 
4.06 (a) The Planning Com­ 
mission shall consider each ten­ 
tative map and accompanying 
statements and documents, and 
the Technical Advisory Com­ 
mitted report and related de­ 
partment and agency reports, to 
determine whether the map is in 
conformity with the provisions 
of law and this Ordinance, with 
adopted General Plan and Spe­ 
cific Plan standards and pro­ 
posals, and with good planning 
and engineering practice.

vidual subdivisions, and to con­ 
form to area plans. 
(4) Public sites for fire sta ­ 
tions, libraries and other pub­ 
lic uses and services: As may 
be negotiated by Public agencies 
and the Subdivider. 
4.06 (d) The Planning Com­ 
mission may require a waiver of 
direct access to any existing or 
proposed street or highway. 
4.06 (e) The Planning Com­ 
mission may refuse to approve a 
tentative map when it finds that; 
(1) The only practical use of 
the property included on the 
map is use prohibited by law, 
or that the tentative map or the 
subdivision plan proposed is not 
in conformity with this Ordi­ 
nance, the Subdivision Map Act 
or other applicable provisions 
oí law, or with accepted plan­ 
ning or engineering standards, 
or with the adopted General 
Plan or Precise Plans. 
(2) The Department of Public 
Health report indicates that the 
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property Is, or will becomeun-

port indicates that the property 
Is hazardous for development or 
habitation because of flooding or 
inundation, adverse soil or geo­ 
logic conditions, close prox­ 
imity to an airport, or other 
conditions adverse to the public 
health, safety or general wel­ 
fare, 
4.07 Tentative Map, Action by 
Planning Commission 
4.07 (a) Within fifty days of 
the date on which a tentative 
map is officially filed and dated 
In the office of the County Plan­ 
ner, and unless said time limit 
has been extended by mutual 
consent of the subdivider and 
the Planning Commission, the 
Planning Commission shall, up­ 
on the basis of considerations 
and findings as set forth here­ 
in, either approve, conditional­ 
ly approve, or disapprove such 
tentative map. Such action shall 
be reported in writing to the 
subdivider and the Board of 
Supervisors. 
4.07 (b) Such action by the 
Planning Commission shall be 
final unless, within fifteen days 
of such action; 
(1) A written appeal there­ 
from is filed with the Board of 
Supervisors, and, 
(2) The Board of Supervisors 
revokes or revises such action, 
in which case the action by the 
Board of Supervisors shall be 
final. 
4.07 (c) Following 
approval 
of a tentative map, the subdivid­ 
er shall proceed to fulfill all 
conditions to such approval, and 
shall cause to be prepared and 
submitted to the County Engin­ 
eer and Department of Public 
Health the plans, specifications 
and other Information related to 
subdivision 
improvements in 
accordance with the Land Di­ 
vision Standards of the County. 
4.07 (d) No work on any per­ 
manent structure, or cm any 
subdivision 
improvements on 
any 
subdivision site shall be 
commenced without the appro­

and authorization 
of the 
County Engineer and/or the De­ 
partment of Public Health, and 
no work on the site which is in 
conflict with the approved ten­ 
tative map plan shall be perm it­ 
ted. 
4.08 Final Subdivision Map, 
Submittal 
4.08 (a) Within 18 months 
after approval or conditional 
approval of the tentative map 
or maps, the subdivider may 
cause the subdivision, or any 
part thereof, to be surveyed 
and a final map to be p re­ 
pared in accordance with the 
tentative map as approved. 
4.08 (b) Upon application of 
the subdivider prior to the expi­ 
ration of the 18 months period, 
an extension of not exceeding 
one year may be granted by the 
Planning Commission. In the 
event the Planning Commission 
denies a subdivider’s applica­ 
tion for extension, the sub­ 
divider may appeal to the Board 
of Supervisors, and the action 
of that Board shall be final. 
4.08 (c) Any failure to submit, 
process and record a final map 
within 18 months from the date 
of approval or conditional ap­ 
proval of the tentative map, 
or any extension thereof granted 
by the Planning Commission, 
shall terminate all proceedings.

(7) Improvement bonds, sub­ 
division agreements and such 
other documents as are re* 
qulred by this ordinance and the 
Land Division Standards. 
(8) A preliminary title r e ­ 
port. 
4.09 Final Subdivision Map, 
Form and Content 
The final subdivision map 
shall conform to all of the fol­ 
lowing provisions: 
4.09 (a) It shall be clearly and 
legibly drawn in black w ater­ 
proof India ink upon good tracing 
cloth 
or other 
m aterial ap­ 
proved by the County Recorder, 
and shall Include certificates as 
required by the Subdivision Map 
Act and this Ordinance. 
4.09 (b) The size of each sheet 
shall be 18 x 26 Inches. A 
marginal line shall be drawn 
completely around each sheet, 
leaving an entirely blank margin 
of one inch. The particular num - 
ber of the sheet and the total 
number 
of sheets comprising 
the map, the tract number, title, 
or other designation shall be 
stated on each of the sheets, 
and Its relation to each adjoin­ 
ing sheet shall be clearly shown. 
The tract designation, all draw ­ 
ings, 
affidavits, acknowledg­ 
ments, 
endorsements, offers 
and acceptances of dedication, 
and notarial seals shall be with­ 
in said marginal lines. The first 
sheet of the map shall contain 
all a f f i d a v i t s , acknowledg­

Below 
the tract designation shall ap­ 
pear a sub-title consisting of a 
general description of all the 
property being subdivided by 
references to recorded deeds 
or to maps which have been 
previously recorded or by re f­ 
erence to the plat of a United 
S t a t e s Survey. Reference to 
tracts and subdivisions in the 
description 
must be 
worded 
identically with original re c ­ 
ords and references to book and 
page of record must be com ­ 
plete. The basis of bearing for 
the survey shall be clearly no­ 
ted. 
4.09 (d) The final map shall 
particularly define and desig­ 
nate all lots or parcels, inclu­ 
ding those reserved for private 
purposes, all parcels offered 
for dedication for any purpose, 
with all dimensions, boundar­ 
ies, and courses clearly shown 
and 
defined in every case. No 
ditto marks shall be used. P a r­ 
cels offered for dedication but 
not accepted shall be designa­ 
ted by letter, and private streets 
offered but not accepted for ded­ 
ication shall be identified as 
“ Not a Public Street” . 
4.09 (e) The map shall show 
clearly 
what 
stakes, monu­ 
ments, or other evidences were 
found on the ground to d eter­ 
mine the boundaries of the tract. 
The adjoining corners of all 
adjoining subdivisions shall be 
identified by lot and block num­ 
ber, tract designation, and place 
of record, or by section, town­ 
ship, and range, or other proper 
designation. 
4.09 (f) The map shall show all 
Information, data, and monu­ 
ments necessary to locate and 
retrace any and all exterior 
boundary lines, and lot and 
block lines. It shall also show 
b e a r i n g s 
and distances of 
straight lines and radii, central 
angle and arc length for all 
curves, and such information 
as may be necessary to deter­ 
mine the location of the centers 
of curves, bearings and tangent 
distances and radii, central an­ 
gle, and arc lengths of all lots. 
Where streets intersect on cur­ 
ves, center line lengths, radii 
and deltas, and center line in­ 
tersection 
points 
shall be 
shown. 
4.09 (g) Wherever the County 
Surveyor has established the 
center of a street or alley, the 
data shall be shown on the final 
map, indicating all monuments 
found and making reference to a 
field book or map. If the points 
were reset by ties, the fact shall 
be stated. 
4.09 (h) The map shall show 
the line of extreme high water 
In case the subdivision Is ad­ 
jacent to a stream , channel, or 
subject to periodic inundation by 
water. 
4.09 (1) The boundary of the 
tract shall be designated by a 
l/16th Inch border of trans­ 
parent Prussian blue color ap­ 
plied on the reverse side of the 
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tracing and Inside the boundary 
line. Such border shall not 
obliterate figures or other da- 
ta. 
4.09 (j) Block 
designations 


shall not be used, and lots shall 
be numbered consecutively 
throughout the subdivision, with 
no omissions or duplications. 
4.09 (k) The total width of all 
road rights of way shall be 
shown, as well as the widths of 
rights of way for flood control 
or drainage channels, and any 
other rights of way. 
4.09 0) The map shall show 
all easements of record and 
easements to be recorded. If 
any easement is not definitely 
located of record, a statement 
of such easement must appear 
on the title sheet. Easements 
for storm drains, sewers, pub- 
lic utilities and other purposes 
shall be clearly defined. Dis- 
tances and bearings on the side 
lines of lots which are cut by 
an easement must be so shown 
that the map will indicate clear- 
ly the actual length of the lot 
lines. The width of the ease- 
ment and the lengths and bear- 
ings of the lines thereof and 
sufficient ties thereto to def- 
initely locate the easement with 
respect to the subdivision must 
be shown. 
4.09 (m) In order to 
avoid 


duplication, names to be used 
for new streets shall be sub- 
ject to the approval of the 
County Planning Commission. 
If any designations be num- 
bers, they shall be spelled out 
completely, using hyphens in 
such forms as "Twenty-third 
Street". The word "Avenue", 
"Boulevard", "Place", 
etc. 


shall be spelled out in full. 
Names of newly dedicated por- 
tions of streets shall be shown 
in or arrowed to the dedicated 
portion. 
4.10 Final Subdivision Map; 
Filing, Processing, Recording 
4.10 (a) When the County Sur- 
veyor 
finds that all require- 


ments for submittal of a final 
subdivision map have been com - 
plied with, he shall date and 
sign his file copy to that effect, 
and notify the subdivider and/or 
his engineer and the Technical 
Advisory Committee that the 
map has been filed. Within five 
days of the date of filing the 
Committee may meet to review 
the map and submit comments 
thereon to the County Surveyor. 
4.10 (b) Within twenty days of 


the date of filing, and when the 
map is complete and in order, 
the County Surveyor shall sign 
the County Surveyors certifi- 
cate on the original tracing 
thereof and submit it, and all 
related bond and agreement 
forms and other documents, to 
the Board of Supervisors for 
action.

required bonds and agreement 
forms. 
4.15 Parcel Map, Form and

4.15 (a) A parcel map shall be 
prepared by a registered civil 
engineer or licensed land sur- 
veyor, and shall comply with all 
provisions of this Ordinance, 
the Subdivision Map Act and 
other provisions of law. 
4.15 (b) The parcel map shall 
conform to all of the following 
provisions: 


(1) It shall be clearly and 


legibly drawn in black water- 
proof India ink upon good qual- 
ity tracing cloth or other ma- 
terial approved by the County 
Recorder. 


(2) The size of each sheet 


shall be 18 x 26 inches. A mar- 
ginal line shall be drawn com- 
pletely around each sheet, leav- 
ing an entirely blank margin at 
one inch. The scale of the map 
shall be one inch equals one 
hundred feet, or otherwise large 
enough to show all details clear- 
ly, and enough sheets shall be 
used to accomplish this end. 
The particular number of the 
sheet and the total number of 
sheets comprising the map shall 
be stated on each of the sheets. 
The boundary of the tract shall 
be designated by a l/16th inch 
border of transparent Prussian 
blue color applied to the re- 
verse side of the tracing and 
inside the boundary line.

4.16 Parcel Map, Processing 
4.16 (a) Within 20 days after 
receiving the parcel map, or 
within such additional time as 
may be reasonably necessary, 
the County Surveyor shall de- 
termine whether the map is in 
proper form and that all condi- 
tions of tentative map approval 
and provisions of law have been 
complied with, and he shall 
examine it for survey Informa- 
tion and other required infor- 
mation shown thereon. 
4.16 (b) When he is satisfied 


that the map is technically cor- 
rect, and in compliance with 
the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance and other provisions of 
law, the County Surveyor shall 
sign the County Surveyors cer- 
tificate 
on the original map 


tracing and submit it to the 
County Recorder for filing. 
4.17 Parcel Map, Filing With

sented to the County Recorder 
and is accepted by him, he shall 
so certify on the face thereof 
and shall fasten the same se- 
curely in a book of parcel maps 
which he shall keep in his office.

ing Ordinances and Regulations 
and other provisions of law. 
4.19 (b) In the case of a Minor 
Division, no formal action Is 
required; however, the Tech- 
nical Advisory Committee may 
be consulted In cases of ques- 
tion relative to Section 4.19 
(a) herein. 
4.20 Minor Division, Map 


Requirements 


4.20 (a) Five prints and one 
reproducible copy of the minor 
division tentative map shall be 
submitted to the County Plan- 
ner. 
4.20 (b) The 
map shall be 


drawn to scale, and shall show 
distances and bearings, date, 
north arrow and scale, names 
and addresses of property own- 
er and person who prepared 
map, parcels proposed to be 
created,

SECTION 5. GENERAL REGU- 
LATIONS AND PROVISIONS 


5.01 All subdivisions and oth- 


er divisions of land which are 
subject to the provisions of 
this ordinance shall conform to 
the following regulations and 
shall be subject to the follow- 
ing provisions; 


5.01 (a) The Regulations, 


Standards and Procedures pro- 
vided herein shall be construed 
to be the minimum necessary 
to promote and protect the pub- 
lic health, safety and general 
welfare, and they may be made 
more restrictive by the Board 
of Supervisors In cases where 
the Planning Commission fim 
such action is necessarytopro- 
tect the public interest and to 
ensure sound planning stand- 
ards and, on the advice of the 
County Engineer, 
to ensure 


sound engineering standards. 
5.01 (b) The Land 
Division 


Standards shall contain stand- 
ards for street and lot design, 
for road widths, grades and cur- 
ves, for sewerage, water sup- 
ply and fire protection, for all 
improvement^ to be installed, 
including Public Utilities, for 
office and field checking of 
maps and survey data, for con- 
struction 
inspections, 
for 


checking and matters as may 
be Included therein by resolu- 
tion of the Board of Supervis- 
ors. 
5.01 (c) The Planning Com- 
mission may require that a sub- 
divider 
provide 
such docu- 


ments, including but not re- 
stricted to deeds, dedications, 
grants, restrictions, ease- 
ments and rights of way, as It 
deems necessary to effect a 
sound and proper plan for land 
division. 


5.01 (d) The Planning Com- 
mission may require a request 
for change of zoning to en- 
sure compatibility of plans and 
regulations. 
5.01 (e) The Planning Com- 
mission may require the Instal- 
lation of appropriate and nec- 
essary public utility facilities, 
including underground Installa- 
tion of power, telephone and 
other utilities when It finds 
such Installations reasonable 
and 
economically 
feasible, 


compatible with adopted utility 
undergroundlng plans, required 
by other regulations or neces- 
sary for conformity with area 
characteristics and standards. 


5.01 (f) The Planning Com- 
mission may permit private 
roads In land divisions which 
are subject to the provisions of 
this ordinance In cases where 
the Technical Advisory Com- 
mittee finds and reports that 
such roads provide local ac- 
cess to parcels to be created, 
and do not constitute elements 
of arterial or collector road 
systems necessary to serve 
areas beyond the bounds of the 
land division site. Land divi- 


sions in which private roads 
are permitted shall be subject 
to all provisions of this ordi- 
nance 
except 
as otherwise 


or as additionally provided be- 
low in this subsection: 


(1) Private roads shall be 


constructed In conformity with 
Land Division Standards. 


(2) Provisions 
for main- 


tenance of private roads shall 
be required by the Planning 
Commission, and bonds or oth- 
er guarantees of compliance 
with such provisions maybe re- 
quired. 


5.01 (g) The Planning Com- 
mission may approve land divi- 
sion plans which Include the 
clustering of development sites 
in combination with the preser- 
vation of open space, and plans 
which include airports, golf 
courses and other types of rec- 
reational facilities and other 
such special features intended 
for the common usage of owners 
and 
guests, 
provided 
that 


such features are in conformity 
with zoning and other provisions 
of law. In such cases: 


(1) The Planning Commis- 


sion shall require provisions 
for proper construction of such 
special features. 


(2) The Planning commis- 


sion shall require provisions 
for preservation of open spac- 
es and adequate maintenance 
and operation of all such fea- 
tures, and may require bonds 
or other guarantees of compli- 
ance with such requirements. 
5.01 (h) The Planning Com- 
mission 
may approve plans 


which are based upon approved 
"P-D" Planned Development 
zoning; and may approve plans 
for Mobllehome Subdivisions in 
cases where the following mini- 
mum conditions apply: Approv- 
ed water supply and sewerage 
systems will be installed, and 
designated lots will be restrict- 
ed to occupancy by mobile- 
homes only and such accessory 
buildings as are otherwise per- 
mitted by law. Lot sizes shall 
be as specified in Land Divi- 
sion Standards. 


5.01 (i) The Planning Com- 
mission may waive the regula- 
tions of 
this ordinance per- 


taining to divisions into fewer 
than five parcels, and require 
only the approval and recording 
of a Record of Survey map, in 
cases where a public govern- 
mental agency or a public util- 
ity must become involved in land 
division in the normal course 
of its legal and ordinary oper- 
ations. 


5.01 (j) When a soil investi- 


gation has been required by 
the County Engineer:

SECTION 6. AGREEMENT, 
COMPLETION OF IMPROVE- 
MENTS 


6.01 Concurrently with the ac- 
ceptance of the final map, the 
subdivider shall enter into an 
agreement with the Board of 
Supervisors agreeing to have 
the improvements completed 
within the time specified in 
said agreement. Said agree- 
ment shall provide a clause 
guaranteeing the workmanship 
and materials provided in all 
improvements 
for a twelve 


months period after acceptance 
of the improvements by the 
Board of Supervisors. Said a- 
greement may provide for ex- 
tension of time under specified 
conditions.

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Giant Jets To Land 
5,000 Combat-Ready 
Troops In Germany

HEIDELBERG, Germany (AP) 


— Giant Starllfter jets will 
land 5,OOOcombat>equippedU.S. 
troops in West Germany next 
week for maneuvers near the 
border of occupied Czechoslo- 
vakia. East bloc nations have 
dubbed the airlift "highly pro. 
vocative." 


U.S. officials say the military 


maneuver, called Reforger 1, 
has no connection with the So- 
viet-led Invasion of Czechoslo- 
vakia last August. But it is the 
first massive U.S. demonstra- 
tion of combined air and ground 
power in Europe since 1963 and 
the date of the exercise was 
moved up from later this year. 


Six years ago propeller plan- 


es lifted the 15,000-man 2nd 
Armored Division from Texas 
to Europe in little over 63 hours. 
Reforger 1 is not aimed at speed 
however, but on precision. 


The exercise involves 12,000 


Army troops,' most of them 
from the 24th Infantry Division, 
and 3,500 Air Force personnel. 
Most of the main body of troops 
will be flown toNuernbergfrom 
Forbes Air Force, Kan., ar. 
riving Monday and Tuesday, 


From there they will head to

sary for conformity with area 
characteristics and standards. 
5.01 (f) The

mission may perm it private 
roads in land divisions which 
are subject to the provisions of 
this ordinance in cases where 
the Technical Advisory Com­ 
mittee finds and reports that 
such roads provide local ac­ 
cess to parcels to be created, 
and do not constitute elements 
of arterial or collector road 
system s necessary to serve 
areas beyond the bounds of the 
land division site.

Giant Jets To Land 
5,000 Combat-Ready 
Troops In Germany

HEIDELBERG, Germany (AP) 
— 
Giant Starlifter jets will 
land 5,000combat-equipped UJS. 
troops in West Germany next 
week for maneuvers near the 
border of occupied Czechoslo­ 
vakia. East bloc nations have 
dubbed the airlift “ highly pro­ 
vocative.” 
U«S. officials say the m ilitary 
maneuver, called Reforger 1, 
has no connection with the So­ 
viet-led Invasion of Czechoslo­ 
vakia last August. But it is the 
first massive U.S. demonstra­ 
tion of combined air and ground 
power in Europe since 1963 and 
the date of the exercise was 
moved up from later this year. 
Six years ago propeller plai* 
es lifted the 15,000-man 2nd 
Armored Division from Texas 
to Europe in little over 63 hours. 
Reforger 1 is not aimed at speed 
however, but on precision. 
The exercise involves 12,000 
Army troops, most of them 
from the 24th Infantry Division, 
and 3,500 Air Force personnel. 
Most of the main body of troops 
will be flown to Nuernberg from 
Forbes Air Force, Kan., ar­ 
riving Monday and Tuesday. 
From there they will head to 
a test-firing and maneuver site 
at the 
Grafenwoehr training 
area, 25 m iles from Soviet oc­ 
cupation troops guarding the 


Czechoslovak-West 
Germany 
border. 
The maneuvers will 
take place Jan. 29-Feb. 4. 
The American troops return 
ed from Germany to the United 
States last spring and summer 
under 
a 
dual-basing system 
drawn up by former Secretary 
of Defense Robert S. McNam­ 
ara. Under this concept, 35,000 
troops were withdrawn from 
Europe to save about $75 mil­ 
lion a year in foreign exchange. 


But these troops remain com­ 
mitted to the North Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization 
defense 
system. Their heavy equipment 
is stored in Germany, they re­ 
turn regularly for training and 
they are to fly to Germany in 
the event of an emergency. 
“ We’re not putting on a dra­ 
matic 
maneuver to 
Impress 
visitors,” said Polk. “ We’re 
testing a concept . . . to see 
if an airlifted unit, m arried up 
with its equipment, can accomp­ 
lish the standard mission of a 
unit in Europe.” 


The Kremlin and its Warsaw

When Lou Harmon and Lloyd Sinclair are out 
celebrating, brother they caught some fish. On one particular 
day last week they nailed some beautiful browns. In memory of 
that occasion I wish to submit these lines: 


By what means they would not say, 
When asked where, they said "Nay," 
But suspicious of their very acts, 
I'd swear it 'twas Digger Bay. 
So if I may declare, 
Should you see Harmon and Sinclair, 
Make sure the smell and tales, 
Are nothing but hot air . . . 


It has been difficult to Imagine that so much water has passed 


by us this week. Dale Schoeneman said that they wanted to get the 
dates down so they could start counting salmon that are already 
passing through. This time last year hundreds were passing if I 
remember right. 


Some of my Informants to the north promise that streams 


will not be so low this coming season as last. For the most part 
this is great but one can look for possibly later fishing during the 
trout season. We will see what the spring snows bring. 


Every year I try to get the season fish mounts out and finished 


by summer but seems the case never matches the plans. This 
month I hope to start working in my spare time, (is there such an 
animal ?) on a 22 pound steelhead caught on the Sustut River in 
B. C. The monster was caught on a #2 Skykomish Sunrise fly last 
fall. I didn't catch the fish someone else did. 


It might be suggested that you start tying your spring collection 


of flies now because if you are like me, the supply will surely run 
out. 


Our problems of water qualitj Is not so Isolated to one par- 


ticular area. Other areas all over the United States are experien- 
cing destruction to the waterways. Even on television you will 
notice that there are numerous effective messages produced to 
inform the public of the threats ol water pollution. 


We are fortunate in a sense that we have some water quality 


standards set for our river. In many areas they don't have this. 
To what degree our fortunate conditions sustain is yet to be seen. 
It seems we are turned between necessities in all directions. 
Recreation, agriculture, and industry are all in the triangular use 
of the river. These three elements create mass demands upon 
managing agencies who in turn are torn between decisions, rul- 
ings, law, and money. What is the greatest good for the greatest 
number?It seems strange that only maybe 10 years ago we would 
have never realized that man would come in conflict with his 
basic needs and interests like water. John Muir saw It. 


It's more complicated times since John Mulr though now. 


What advice do we accept and what do we reject? . . . and how 
long will it be ? 


May I quote Mr. Frank Moore in his comments on water 


quality problems on the North Umpqua River In Oregon. Frank Is 
a great fly-fisher man and a conservationist who Is fighting to 
save the great steelhead spawning areas on the North Umpqua 
and Steamboat Creek tributaries. 


"Perhaps It's less expensive — and, apparently It Is —to let 


the salmon and steelhead and trout die until they are no longer a 
pest to those who allow our clean rivers to fill with pollution, the 
ones who can never afford to do anything about It. The ones who 
have made the Willamette River a sewer and who are rapidly 
turning the Columbia, the Rogue, the Sandy, the Tualatin, the 
Wilson and all the rest Intodralnages of convenience which, some- 
day, when the fish are all gone, will be less of a bother and less 
frequently complained about. 


And perhaps, someday unless men In conservation are success- 


ful, the steelhead trout, the salmon and beautiful rivers like the 
North Umpqua will only be topics for reminiscing — subjects of 
conversation 
which, like so many other conversations today, 


sadly begin with the words: 'RememberWhen . . . . ? ' —with 
gestures to old pictures of blue water and trophies and dust laden 
fly-rods hanging somewhere In the world too busy making itself 
more important, Impersonal and ugly."

It appears that there will be no water shortages for this year. 
Shasta Lake has risen considerably. Prior to the recent storms, 
the fishing on Shasta really picked up especially for some of the 
local fishermen. When Lou Harmon and Lloyd Sinclair are out 
celebrating, brother they caught some fish. On one particular 
day last week they nailed some beautiful browns. In memory of 
that occasion I wish to submit these lines; 
By what means they would not say, 
When asked where, they said “Nay,” 
But suspicious of their very acts, 
I’d swear it ’twas Digger Bay. 
So if I may declare, 
Should you see Harmon and Sinclair, 
Make sure the smell and tales, 
Are nothing but hot air . . , 
It has been difficult to Imagine that so much water has passed 
by us this week. Dale Schoeneman said that they wanted to get the 
dates down so they could start counting salmon that are already 
passing through. This time last year hundreds were passing if I 
remember right. 
Some of my informants to the north promise that streams 
will no* be so low this coming season as last. For the most part 
this is great but one can look for possibly later fishing during the 
trout season. We will see what the spring snows bring. 
Every year I try to get the season fish mounts out and finished 
by summer but seems the case never matches the plans. This 
month I hope to start working In my spare time, (is there such an 
animal?) on a 22 pound steelhead caught on the Sustut River in 
B. C. The monster was caught on a #2 Skykomish Sunrise fly last 
fall. I didn’t catch the fish someone else did. 
It might be suggested that you start tying your spring collection 
of flies now because if you are like me, the supply will surely run 
out.Our problems of water quality is not so Isolated to one par­ 
ticular area. Other areas all over the United States are experien­ 
cing destruction to the waterways. Even on television you will 
notice that there are numerous effective messages produced to 
inform the public of the threats of water pollution. 
We are fortunate in a sense that we have some water quality 
standards set for our river. In many areas they don’t have this. 
To what degree our fortunate conditions sustain is yet to be seen. 
It seems we are turned between necessities in all directions. 
Recreation, agriculture, and industry are all in the triangular use 
of the river. These three elements create mass demands upon 
managing agencies who in turn are torn between decisions, rul­ 
ings, law, and money. What is the greatest good for the greatest 
number? It seems strange that only maybe 10 years ago we would 
have never realized that man would come in conflict with his 
basic needs and interests like water. John Muir saw it. 
It’s more complicated times since John Muir though now. 
What advice do we accept and what do we reject? . . . and how 
long will it be ? 
May I quote Mr. Frank Moore in his comments on water 
quality problems on the North Umpqua River in Oregon. Frank is 
a great fly-fisherman and a conservationist who is fighting to 
save the great steelhead spawning areas on the North Umpqua 
and Steamboat Creek tributaries. 
“ Perhaps it’s less expensive — and, apparently it is —to let 
the salmon and steelhead and trout die until they are no longer a 
pest to those who allow our clean rivers to fill with pollution, the 
ones who can never afford to do anything about it. The ones who 
have made the Willamette River a sewer and who are rapidly 
turning the Columbia, the Rogue, the Sandy, the Tualatin, the 
Wilson and all the rest Into drainages of convenience which, some­ 
day, when the fish are all gone, will be less of a bother and less 
frequently complained about. 
And perhaps, someday unless men in conservation are success­ 
ful, the steelhead trout, the salmon and beautiful rivers like the 
North Umpqua will only be topics for reminiscing — subjects of 
conversation 
which, like so many other conversations today, 
sadly begin with the words: ‘Remember When . . . . ? ’ — with 
gestures to old pictures of blue water and trophies and dust laden 
fly-rods hanging somewhere in the world too busy making itself 
more important, impersonal and ugly.” 
To that Mr. Moore, may I add a sincere amen . . .
